The mapped areas of the coal and iron 
bsjejrtDf r igloos' of the east w/ll tie COWfctoWl 
hly enlarged. These arc three in number — 
naOMlr, the irwlMlWm district, extending 
from Maryland to Georgia and Alal>ama; 
portions of Missouri, Kansas aud Arkansas 
and a portion of Texas. Geographical sur- 
veys will also lie continued in Arizona, Now 
Mexico, California, Oregou, Montana aud 
Idaho and in the Yellowstone Pars Several 
astronomical parties' will also be sent out to 
establish starting points for the new surveys 
to be begun next year. 

The work of the map makers, while serv- 
ing the many important ends, state and 
municipal, of the most exact geographical 
surveys upon a large soale, is, so far as tne 
government is concerned, merely designed 
to lay the necessary foundation for the stud- 
ies of the scientist* of the institution. The 
early function! of the geological survey and
